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YELLOW.FEVER. 


The Scourge Continues to Rage at Pen- 
sacola~—Destitution and Suffering on 
the Increase. 

PeNsACcoLA, Fia., Sept. 14.—Cases today 
reported, 11; deaths, 2. The fever continues 
to rage in this city, and destitution and suf- 
fering are on the®increase, while the means for 
its amelioration are daily growing more and 
more inadequate. The expenses of the Kelief 
Association and Board of Health amount 
from $500 to 8000 a day. After several eva- 
sive responses to the call of the Board of 
Heaith, the National Board agreed 
to appropriate $150 a day—about one quarter 
of the necessary amount, Responses 
to calls for aid issued for the Relief Commit- 
tee of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion have come from New Orleans, 
responses from any other city. It is earnestly 
urged upon the Y. M. C. A. of the country to 
make such collections as the benevolence of 
the people of their towns and cities may be 
wiiling to give, and send the same to the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Relief Com- 
mittee as expeditiously as possible. 

There were three deaths and eleven new 
cases. There are about 100 cases under treat- 
ment. Medical men have been taxed 
to their fullest energies. They _ have 
stood like 1 stone wall. Every 
relief committee is working zealously and all 
harmoniousiy. The K. M. C. A. is acting 
with prayer and have confidence in_ the 
Christian benevolence of the country. When 
that falls, they say, all fails. The General 
Superintendent of the salt marsh of the Lou- 
isville & Nashville Railway is better tonight. 


The Outbreak at Mier, Mexico. 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 14—A. C. Jugarell, 
County Judge of Harr County, today in- 
formed the Governor of a large number of 
yellow-fever cases at Mier, Mex., resulting 
in four deaths yesterday. The merchants of 
Roma, Tex., refuse to quarantine on ac- 
count of trade. Reports are also on hand 
showing the outbreak of fever at Reynosa 
and Hidalgo, Mex. The Governor con- 
veyed the information to Dr. Swearinger,

STAR ROUTES... 
BRADY AND THE DORSEYS UNWILLING TO 
HERD IN WITH THE “ CONVICTS.” 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 14.—The prin- 
cipal defendants in the star-route cases are 
awaiting with much anxiety the decision of 
Judge Wylie, which is to be rendered tomor- 
rew, on the motion for a new trial in the 
case of Rerdell and Miner. It is said that, if 
the new trial shall be granted, the counsel 
for Brady and Dorsey will object to being 
tried again together with Rerdell and Miner, 
and will make the point that they do not wish 
to have their cases prejudiced by being tried 
with persons who have been once convicted, 
and that, if Miner and Rerdell are to have 
a new trial, it should be a trial separate from 
that ot the other defendants. Audacity, 
probably, has gone no further in the annals 
of criminal trials than this; yet the lawyers 
say that there are some points upon which 
such a claim can be made. It is very evi- 
dent that the defendants who have not been 
convicted will fight the Government until 
their last dollar is exhausted. There is. no 
longer any talk of demanding a trial that 
they may be vindicated. Meanwhile, there 
is a great pressure upon this court for the 
trial of other cases to postpone 
the new star-route trials. The time of the 
Criminal Court has been occupied since last 
October practically in the trial of the Guiteau 
case and of the star-route cases, and there 
are some fifty persons im jail awaiting trial— 
some of them on grave criminal offenses— 
and, as the judiciary is now organized, they 
can only be tried by this court, and their 
ecounvel are prepa to make eommon 
cause that to proc with the star-route 
trials without giving them the benefit 
of a trial is practically a denial of 
justice. It is scarcely probable under 
the circumstances that the new trials, if 
granted, will proceed before December. 
There are, besides, three other indictments 
against Brady, one in connection with Price 
for conspiracy, and two others in connection 
with the mall contractor named Meserole— 
so that it will be some time before Brady may 
hope to be relieved from attendance upon 
the Criminal Court. The prosecuting officers 
are making as rapid progress as possibie into 
the inquiry into 
THE BRIBERY CHARGES, 
and the delay in waking arrests is due te the 
fact that suflicient evidence has not yet been 
secured, Mr. Frank Falls, a member of the 
bar who is said to have made improper ap- 
proaches to one of the jurymen, ostensibly 
in behalf of the Department of N is 
now reported to be at Fall River. Mr, Will- 
iam Brown, the colored juryman who voted 
with Dickson to aequit Brady and Dorsey, 
is likely to have further troubie, even if the 
reports as to bribery in this case are un- 
true, for the Government claims.to have 
informauon that he was approached while 
a member of the petit jury in the case of a 
bunko-player just before the star-route eases 
were called. and be was accused of the crime 
pending the deliberations of the star-route 
jury in the jury-room, The Government is 
endeavoring to reach Brewster Cameron 
and Henry Bowen, the Special Agents 
charged by Dickson with attempting to brive 
him on the part ot the Department of Justice, 
but have not yet beon able to discover their 
whereabouts. It is not true that Brewster 
Cameron is a nephew of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 
SOME INTERESTING FACTS 
in the history of William Dickson, foreman 
of the star-route jury, who yoted for acqulit- 
tal, may be found in the testimony taken be- 
fore the Committee on the District of Colum- 
hia of the Forty-sixth Congress. The com- 
mittee. which consisted of Eppa Hunton, 
Chairman, and Representatives Henkie, San- 
ford, Neal, Aldrich of Rhode Island. Siem- 
wons, and Miller, was appointed to investi- 
gate certain charges against the Commis- 
sioners of the Distriet in connection with the 
revision und collection of special assess- 
ments. The investigation originated in 
complaints made y James Gilfillan, 
United States Treasurer, who succeeded 
the Commissioners as the custodian of 
the sinking fund. A report was made and 
printed, but for some reason was not pre- 
sented to the House. Copies of thig docn- 
ment are very rare. In it there are numerous 
allusions to Mr. Dickson, who, as A broker, 
was one of the subjects of inquiry. 
ONE OF THE CHARGES 
of thé Treasurer was that the Commission- 
ers had raised assessments for speciai im- 
provements of which legal complaint had 
not been made by the owners. It appears 
from the testimony that “about 3 per 
cent of these complaints were signed 
by parties in their own proper 
signatures, about 5 per cent were 
represented by lawyers and brokers, and 
about 90 per centon the streets in question 
were represented by Williain Dickson, whose 
signature as attorney was lithographed, and 
whose complaints were not accompanied by 
the powers of attorney as required by law.” 
William Dickson himself testified that he 
filed about 15,000 complaints, and that he had 
authority, written or verbal, to make thei 
all. but he subsequently testified that he had 
received in all only 185 powers of attorney to

CHARGES OF FRAUD AND IRREGULARITIES 
in the offices of the District in connection 
with this matter. Amofig other things it was, 
shown that one broker made a present of a 
suit of clothes to a collector; that another 
broker, Mr. Dickson, presented a watch to 
the same gentleman’s wife, as a present 
from himself and wife, There did not ap- 
pear to be any social relations between the 
two families, although the broker himself 
„ was always exceedingly friendly.” The 
testimony also shows that the brokers, Dick- 
son among others, were admitted to the Dis- 
trict offices; 

ON SUNDAYS AND AT NIGHT, 
entering in one instance as late as twenty 
minutes before midnight, and remaining in 
that and other instances until 3 o’clock in the 
inoroing ; and that refreshments were brought 
in when the brokers were present, but never 
at any other time.

THE GOVERNMENT OUT OVER $300,000, AND 
THE STAR-ROUTERS FULLY AS MUCH. 
' New York Sun. 

WASHINGTON, 'D.C,, Sept. 11.—The published 
figures representing the cost of the star- 
route trial to a certain extent are misleading. 
To Mr. Bliss $10,251.60 has been paid; Mr.

THE YELLOW-FEVER.

Wasnincron, D. C., Sept. 14—The Sur- 
geou-Generai of the Marine Hospital Service 
says there is no danger in the Northern cities 
from any yellow-fever this season, but that, 
unless greater precautions are taken than 
now seem probabie in the South, there will 
be great danger next year.

A MILLION IN UNPAID MONEY-ORDERS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 12.—A circular 
issued today by the Money-Order Division of 
the Post-Office Department marks a change 
of policy in its dealings with uncalled-for 
money-orders. It provides when the 
payee of a money-order fails to present it 
within sixty days after the registration of 
the corresponding advice by the paying 
Postmaster, the latter shall issue a 
notice to the payee, inform him of 
the fact that advice has been recbived of a 
money-order payable to him, giving also the 
name and residence of the remitter, and re- 
ques the order be presented for pay- 
ment, or. in the event that it has not been 
received by the payee, that the remitter be 
communicated with and application- made 
for a duplicate if it has been lost in transit. 
lleretofore the policy of the department 
has been, for the general public, 
one of concealment of these particu- 
lars. In fact, a regulation has existed 
from the beginning of the system which for- 
bade the Postmaster, under pein of dismissal, 
to give the very information he is now re- 
quired to give. Had the order now given 
been in force from the beginning of the 
money-order system, there would not now 
be to the credit of the system the large sum 
of 31,200,000 accruing from money-orders 
remaining unpaid. Of course not one 
dollar of this money belongs to the 
Government. It has been proposed to cover 
it into the Treasury, but, in discussing this 
proposition, several members of the Post- 
Office Committee of the House pointed out 
the dishonesty of such acourse until every 
means, by advertisement and otherwise, had 
been exhausted to find the owners of unpaid 
orders. It is probable that a bill will be per- 
fected before the meeting of Congress which 
will prescribe some method by which an 
honest disposal of this fund can be reached.

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THE FIELD OF HONOR. 


The Tombstone Editors Couldn’t Agree 
upon the Weapons to Be Used in 
Their Propesed Duel, Whereupon 
“ Negotiations Were Abruptly Termi- 
mated,” 

Tounsroxx, Ari., Sept. 14.—A correspond- 
ent who accompanied the duelists to Sonora 
sends the following account: The hostile 
parties who left Tombstone last night to seek 
satisfaction on the field of honor rendez- 
voused at an early hour at Hereford. The 
Purdy party consisted of the principal 
and Sevenoaks, the seconds, and a sur- 
geon. They arrived at the place of rendez- 
vous at 3 a. m., ana found the Hamilton 
party, consisting of the principal, seconds, 
and surgeon, had arrived about one hour 
previous, The party camped and slept for a 
few hours. The Hamilton party was aroused 
at daybreak, and jast at sunrise started for 
the boundary line. The hostile party, some- 
what dilatory in their movements, followed 
about half an hour later. The road was 
kept for a distance of about four miles south 
of Ochoaville, and near the roadside a spot 
was selected for the deadly encounter. When 
the second party arrived they found tne Ham- 
ilton hostilesali ready on the ground, eagerly 
awaiting their coming. The principals and 
their seconds and attending physicians, and 
a reporter alighted, and the fatal ten paces 
were measured off by William Milleken, one 
of Hamilton’s seconds, his operations being 
closely scrutinized by the ever-vigilant 
Judge MeGown.

The Price of O Steadily Advancing in 
Penasyivania.

Braprorp, Pa., Sept. 14.—The market ad- 
vaced three cents today, and is still climbing 
upward.

HIS LAST NIGHT, 


A “Tribusoe”™” KBeporter Keeps Watch 
with Tracy, Who Will Be Hanged 
This Afternoon. 

Tracy spent yesterday as he has spent 
every other day since he first received the 
news that the Supreme Court nad refused to 
interfere. Hethas feared all along that what- 
ever he might say or however he might act 
it would be construed as bravado and 
braggadocio. To one who watches 
him closely Tracy makes no such 
impression. He is possessed, as 
he plainly showed on the day of his sentence 
of an inordinate amount of self control, and 
it is his “simon-pure” grit which bears him 
up. He will go to the scaffold with as little 
dread of the fate which awaits him as either 
Sherry or Connelly, or any Western des- 
perado, who, after numberless murders and 
a whole quarter-century of crime, feels that 
he has at last got to the jump- 
ing-off place to which he looked for- 
ward to 80 long. But unlike 
either Sherry, or Connelly, or any other des- 
perado, Tracy will go to his death declaring 
his innocence. The criminal life he has led 
he, makes acknowledgment to, but he is 
never tired declaring his innocence or of 
pointing out the flaws and loopholes in the 
evidence against him. He was kept unusu- 
ally busy yesterday writing his autograph 
upon cards which he intends presenting to 
his friends and acquaintances in the jail 
when he bids them the last farewell this 
morning. The cards bear simply his name, 
written in a good round hand without the 
slightest trace of nervousness, and under- 
neath the signature appears the date of his 
sentence, July 8, 1883, and the date of his ex- 
ecution, Sept. 1882. His only visitors yes- 
terday were Father Dowling and James Me- 
Cann Sr. The reverend father had two in- 
terviews with him in the forenoon and 
one in the evening, and at each 
interview Tracy menifested considerable in- 
terest in his spiritual welfare. Father Dow- 
ling and several invited Catholic clergymen 
will meet with Tracy this morning in the 
jail library, when he will be granted 
absolution the last sacrament 
will be administered to ulm. 
Late in the afternoon Tracy was shaved and 
had a bath in the room adjoining the 
jail office. He then slept for about 
a half-hour, but was awakened when 
his attorney, Mr. Salomon, called upon him. 
Mr. Salomon returned from Ottawa yester- 
day afternoon and reached the jail just as 
Tracy had entered the bathroom. There was 
a rumor that Gov. Cullom was in town, and 
he hastened away to ascertain if it was so, 
and, if so, to make a final appeal in his eli- 
ent’s behalf. He had a shert talk with Tracy, 
in which he briefly stated the ill success 
attending his two trips to Ottawa. The Su- 
preme Court refused twice point-blank to in- 
terfere with the sentence of the lowefcourt, 
and before he left the city he heard that the 
court stood four against and three in favor 
of granting a supersedeas, Mr. Salomon 
left on the V o’clock train for Springfield to 
aid. Mr. Prendergast in making an appeal 
upon the Governor. Tracy has but little 
faith in any of these efforts in his behalf. He 
has fully made up his mind to suffer 
death penalty, and he would be greatly dis- 
appointed, however agreeable it might be.

to be. Yet in nothing is adulteration 80 easy 
and so profitable as in drugs. The taste will 
sometimes do something toward detecting it 
in articles of food, but in medicines the 
taste is almost powerless. The patient 
classes the remedies he is condemned to 
take under the general heads of nauseous 
and not nauseous, and he does not care to 
draw any finer distinctions. Genuine 
drugs are extremely costly, so that the 
gains which can be made by substituting 
other substances for them may easily be very 
large. Yet in no trade are the effects of 
adulteration so disastrous asin that of the 
Grugeist. Adulterated food or drink may 
sometimes provoke disease, but adulterated 
drugs are useless to cure it. It is impossible 
to say in how many cases deaths have been 
set down to the violence of the malady, or 
to wantof skill on the part of the doctor, 
which have really been caused by worthless 
medicines. The doctor ordered the remedies 
he thought appropriate, and if actually ad- 
ministered these remedies would probably 
have been sufficient to check the course of 
the disease. But what was administered 
was not these remedies, but a ceunterfeit of 
oe, ne though the patient did not detect 
eren the disease did, and the pa- 
ent died. ow to insure that drugs shall 
be what they profess to be is one of the most 
important problems in practical niedicine, 
one to the solution ot which very few 
contributions have yet been made. 

The Ninteenth Conference of Pharmaceutic- 
al Chemists has been sitting this week at 
Southampton, and the addvess of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Atttield, deals very thoroughly 
with this question. Mr, Attfield regrets the 
tendency of the retail druggist to rely more 


them, and compelled 
ther to the integrity of some 
they know nothing but the 
name. Mr. Attfield points out that this de- 
—— of the retail druggist upon the 
rug manufacturer cannot in the end be to 
the retail druggist’s interest. In 80 far as he 
ceases to be a maker as well asa distributor 
he divests himself of the one quality 
for which the public values him. If 
he simply sells in small quantities drugs 
which he buys in large quantities, there is 
no reason why the work should not be done 
just as well by the grucer or the general 
shopkeeper. If the whole of the trade is not 
quick enough to find this out, a part of it 
wi e result will be seen in the 
establishment of shops in which drugs are 
first manufactured and then sold by retail. 
When trading retail druggists and manu- 
facturing retail druggists are pitted against 
one another in this way, Mr. Attfleld thinks 
that the mere distributor will go to the wall. 
Some day what remains of the trad re- 
tail druggist’s trade will flow away from him 
to the counter of the manufacturing retail 
druggist, even though the latter may charge 
higher ie, for in proportion as purchas- 
ers find they cannot judge for themselves 
they will go to thuse who can judge for 
them.” At all events, Mr. Attfleld would 
have every distributing druggist learn how 
to test the quality of most of the goods he 
sells, and how to make those which do not 
adinit of being tested. 

The credulous public probably believe that 
every young man who stands behind a drug- 
gist’s counter possesses, at all events, the 
first of these qualifications; and it may be of 
some use to them to be informed that a lar 
number of distributing druggists have to de- 
pend entirely upon the skill and integrity of 
the wholesale manufacturers with whom 
they deal. It would be some improvement 
on the present system if every druggist were 
compelled either to take the responsibility ot 
the drugs sold by him or to name on the 
wrapper the manufacturer from whom they 
had been bought. It manufacturers knew 
that wherever their drugs went they carried 
with them the name of their makers, they 
would have much more reason than at pres- 
ent to dread detection, 22 them to be 
guilty of adulteration. Nor is it adultera- 
tion only that the public havetofear. The 
integrity of a retail druggist is exposed to 
a severer, because a more subtle, tempta- 
tion than this. There are drugs which 
may have been 31 genuine when 
they came into the druggist’s possession, 
and may not have been in his possession for 
any very long. time, and yet may be quite 
worthless. ‘The process of deterioration is so 
rapid that unless they are constantly renewed 
they lose all medicinal efficacy. If the drug- 
gist is to do his duty, he must throw away 
his stock of these drugs a certain number of 
days or weeks after he has laid it in, though 
none of it may have been sold in the inter- 
val. Itis easy to understand how a man 
may shut his eyes tothis necessity who 
would never think of buying inferior drugs. 
The latter offense is committed by men who 
wish to make unlawful gains; the former by 
men whe want the courage to face losses. It 
might be made incumbent on druggists, in 
the case of medicines of this particular cnar- 
acter, to state on the wrapper the date at 
which they had come into ir possession. 
A precaution of this kind might not deter a 
man who meant to cheat his customers, but 
it would bring home to many men who are 
not pre to cheat their customers that 
this nothing else is what they are think-

EXIT ARABI. 

The capture of Tel-el-Kebir has substan- 
tially ended the Egyptian war. At the first 
bla the rebellion against the authority of 
the Khedive collapsed like anegg-shell. Gen. 
Wolseley was guick to follow up his advan- 
tage. The flank movement was perfectly 
successful, and Gen. MacPherson occupied 
Zagazig before nightfall of the same day. 
The gallant Highlanders, who were the 
‘heroes of the fight, hold the railway running 
southwest from Tel-el-Kebir to Cairo, and 
the cavalry are far in the advance towards 
Cairo, the infautry rapidly following. If. ail 
goes well Cairo will shortly be in the hands 
of the English. Meanwhile the Egyptian 
officers at Kafr-el-Dwar have offered to sur- 
render to. Gen. Wood, commanding at Alex- 
andria, and the English troops are under or- 
ders to occupy the place which it was said 
Arabi Bey would make his Pievna. The 
captures have been immense, both of pris- 
oners and material of war, and virtually 
nothing is left of Arabi’s large army, as 
those who escaped are fugitives in the 
desert, and Arabi himself, who seems 
to have deserted his post almost at 
the sound of the first gun, is hunting a place 
of refuge, with the prospect of being handed 
over to the English by the native population. 
It is just nine weeks since the war began 
with the bombardment of Alexandria, but 
in reality the war has lasted twenty minutes, 
for prior to the attack on Tel-el-Kebir the 
operations were confined to skirmishes and 
reconnaissances in which the English suf- 
fered scarcely any loss. Even in the battle 
which closed the war the English loss was 
only 150, with thirty killed, which shows of 
itself that the Egyptians made a very weak 
resistance, though they outnumbered their 
assailants two to one, numbering 26,000 men 
and seventy guns to 13,000 men and sixty 
gunsonthe English side. The ease with 
which Tel-el-Kebir was captured and Arabi 
Bey’s army routed only goes to show that if 
the English had had an equivalent force to 
have landed on the next day after the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria they might have 
ended the war then and there, or very soon 
thereafter. 

We shall probably hear little more of 
Arabi Bey or his National party in the fut- 
ure, whatever may have been the justness of 
their cause. His army has deserted him, his 
chiefs have deserted him, and all classes of 
Egyptians appear anxious to escape impend- 
ing retribution by acknowledging the author- 
ity of the Khedive. To tell the truth, he has 
not cut a very admirable figure as the savior 
of his country. His rapid retreat from 
Alexandria under cover of a flag of truce, and 
his still more rapid retreat from Tele- 
Kebir, leaving his army to shift for itself and 
his force at Kafr-el-Dwar in the toils of the 
enemy, show that he had not the nerve to 
make an open fight. His career, so long as 
he had the army at his back and only the 
Khedive to confront, who had no army at 
all, not even a body-guard, was bold and dash- 
ing, but at the first real opposition he suc- 


again appear as a factor in Egyptian politics 
or create any public sensation, unless he 
shall be allowed a season of enteriainment 
in London after the manner of Cetewayo. 
Still Arabi Bey represented grievances of no 
ordinary character, and these still remain, 
though he is overthrown. If, when the au- 
thority of the Khedive is fully restored, the 
English Government—for it is useless now to 
count much on French influence in Egypt— 
shall redress these grievances and relieve the 
Egyptians in some measure from the rapa- 
cious greed of foreign bondholders and for- 
eign officeholders, the war will not have been 
in vain. 

Another effect of this war will be to restore 
in some degree the military prestige of 
Great Britain. As a military power Great 
Britain has not stood very high of late in the 
eyes of the other European powers, but the 
brilliancy with which this campaign has 
been conducted, and the quick success which 
has followed it, will inspire respect for her, 
not from any considerations of the enemy 
she has overcome, for on every occasion that 
enemy has shown itself cowardly, but for 
her great resources on lang and sea. En- 
gland has no great Standing army, nor can 
she resort to a general conscription, but she 

possesses à peculiar strength in her navy 
and immense means of transportation, her 
humerous ations for ships and stores, a 
long purse, which, after all, is the main 
sinew of war, her ability to move troops 
very rapidly, and her numerous colonial

instance, India in the present emergency.

THE PROHIBITION QUESTION IN ILLINOIS. 

The first practical appearance of the prohl- 
bition question in this State is reported from 
the T'wenty-seeont Senatorial Distriet, whieh, 
embraces Knox and Fulton Counties. The 
Republlean Convention of that distfict nomi- 
nated Messrs. Curtis and Emerson for, she 
Legislature, and then passed the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That the nominees of this conven- 
tion be requested to favor in the General 
bly the passage of an act submitting to a vote of 
the people an amenoment to the Constitudon 
—— — ing the manufacture and sale of intox- 

ting liquors. ’ 

It is not to be denied that this raises the 
prohibition question in that particulat dis- 
trict, The resolution simply contemplates 
the submission of an amendment prohibit 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors, but it would be idle to favor such 
submission ff the people who ask for it are 
not also in favor of adopting the amend- 
ment in question. In view of the’ position 
taken by the Republican Convention of the 
Twenty-second Senatorial District the voters 
of Knox and Fulton Counties who are op 
posed to prohivition will be justified in refus- 
ing to vote for Messrs. Curtis and Emerson ; 
on the other hand, these who are: in favor of 
prohibition ought to be especially active in 


their efforts to elect these gentlemen, unless 


the opposing candidates shall be equally com- 
mitted to the prohibition movement. 

While the prohibition issne is thus forced 
upon the voters of Knox and Fulton Coun- 
ties, there is reason to believe that this ac- 
tion willbe exceptional in this State, and 
that legislative conventions generally will 
decline to make the issue. Local Repub- 
lican conventions have received no encour- 
agement from the State Convention to take 
hold of this perplexing question. The lead- 
ers in Knox and Fulton Counties may have 
concluded that they can secure some party 
advantage in that particular district by sup- 
porting a prohibition movement, but they 
have been singularly indifferent, in that 
case, to the general interests of the 
party throughout the State. lt is 
more likely that the extremists have 
exerted themselves to procure an indorse- 
ment of the prohibition movement, with 
utter carelesness as to the welfare of the 
party elsewhere. When Judge Davis was 
elected to the United States Senate six years 
ago as an Independent his success was due 
to the disturbing influences of the Granger 
movement, which cost the Republicans a 
Republican Senator. Is it wise to introduce | 
another foreign element inte the legislative « 
elections this year, which may prevent the 
election of a Republican successor to Judge 
Davis? 

It is not probable that the Prohibition- 
ists, if they were to combine and make 
their strongest fight in both parties, 
could succeed in securing two-thirds 
of all the members elected to the 
Legislature, which is necessary to the 
submission of a constitutional amendment, , 
but an occasional indorsement of the pro- 
hibition issue by some local Republican con- 
vention will merely: give the Democrats in 
the large cities and anti-prohibition districts 
an opportunity to make an aggressive cani- 
psign against Republican nominees on this 
question, and thus increase the chances to 
elect a Democrat to the Senate of the United 
States—an event not otherwise to be appre- 
hended. It is impertinent aud unjust for 
local conventions to furnish a basis for an 
agitation which is not, and this year at 
least cannot be, either general or a party 
issue. It is the duty of Republican leaders 
everywhere, in the interests of the party 
throughout the State, to protect the local 
conventions from the Prohibition agitators, 
and it will be a good deal fairer for the latter 
to run candidates of their own whenever 

are determined to make this issue para- 
mount to all other eonsiderations.

THE NEW TARIFF ON IRON AND STEEL. 

Whatever doubts may have been enter- 
tained as to the character and purpose of the 
commission created by Congress to report a 
revision ot the tariff, which commission was 
in session in this city last week, should cease 
now after the frank and manly statements 
and action of the Lron and Steel Manufactur- 
ers’ Convention held recently in Cresson, 
Pa. The statement of Mr. D. J. Morrell was 
undoubtedly true, that the commission was 
not selected to antagonize or break down the 
tariff, but to try and harmonize the fron and 
steel interests, and that whatever the manu- 
facturers of iron and steel should agree upon 
the Tariff Commission would tnhesitat- 
ingly adopt and report to Congress as the 
proper regulation to be included in the tariff. 
This convention, it was also stated, and 
without any concealment, was called to ena 
ble the iron and steel manufacturers to frame 
a schedule of duties on iron and steel, to be 
certified to the Tariff Commission for incor- 
poration into the report to Congress as the 
proper tariff to be adopted by Congress. 

We think that under the circumstances the 
iron and steel manufacturers have done the 
proper thing; they alone are interested in the 
tariff on iron and steel, The other 52,000,000 
of people in the country, though subjected 
to a system of remorseless taxation for the 
support of patentees and monopoiies, have 
really no voice in the matter of saying how 
much tax they should pay. These 52,000,000 
of non-protected consumers have no lobbies 
at Washington, and, in fact, but very few 
representatives in Congress or the Govern- 
ment. Here is a commission to revise tariff 
rates of taxation. Here is a convention of 
iron and steel manufacturers who meet and 
actually formulate a schedule of rates on 
iron and steel to be furnished the commis- 
sion for adoption by them. It is not a 
schedule recommended, but a schedule fur- 
nished by the convention to be reported by the 
commission to Congress for adoption. What 
was the commission organized for? What 
is it traveling over the country tor? As was 
stated in the letter of one of the Commis- 
sioners, published in this paper afew days 
ano, the manufacturers have felt from the 
first that the commission was appointed by 
them for them, and that it was sure to be for 
them anyhow. We suppose that what has 
been done by the iron and steel manufact- 
urers will also be done by the cotton and 
woolen manufacturers, by the sugar re- 
finers, and by all the other branches of in- 
dustry. But why have a commission? Why 
not let each industry frame its own schedule 
and send it direct to the Committee on Ways 
end Means and let that committee reduce all 
tirese schedules to one and pass the whole 
without any delay? 

The Convention of Iron and Steel Manu- 
facturers was generally disturbed by those 
engaged in making pig-iron. On pig-iron 
there is now a duty of $7 per ton, and these 
people demanded a duty of 89 per ton, and 
tuns they were supported by a demand

The present duty on iron-ore is 20 per cent, 
and its value is about 8d a ton 

There is a proposed reduction in the duty 
on steel rails from $28 to $22.40 per ton. In 


this cohcession by the steel-rail companies is 


a confession of the enormity ef the tax whicn 
has been so long exacted from the country. 
The tax on steel rails has for several years 
averaged about.85 per cent, and now the mo- 
nopoly, conselous of the enormity, has vol- | 
nntarily offered to have it reduced to about 
60 per cent. Steel blooms, which have been 
paying a duty of 45 per cent, have been in- | 
creased to about 60 per cent. All we mills 
which once manufactured iron rails have 
been importing steel blooms at about $14 a 
ton and converting them into steel rails. 
Under this proposed change these mills will 
all de driven from the business, and the Bes- 
semer patentees will have their monopoly re- 
newed. Steel-wire rods have been increased 
from 30 per cent to 50 per cent, being a large 
increase in the raw material for the manu- 
facture of barbed-wire fonees. It will add 
several dollars per ton to the cost of the wire 
in that class of fences. 

The convention also reported a change in 
the duty on hoop-iron when adapted to the 
ties used on cotton-bales. ‘These ties are 
simply hoop-iron strips, punched with holes. 
The tax is increased on them to about 80 per 
cent of their value. , ° 

These changes are substantially allin the 
interest of more tariff. The concession in 
form of a reduction in the duty on steel rails 
is to be compensated by the absolute extin- 
guishment of the manufacture of steel rails 
by the iron-rail mills. The monopoly will be 
enriched by the crushing out of the only 
form of competition. As a whole no reduc- 
tion of taxation is proposed. Twenty years 
of progress and improvement in manufact- , 
ures have contributed to the welfare of all 
the world except the United States. The 
cost of production in this country has not 
fallen during those twenty years, and this 
commission preposes to still further in- 
crease it, 


THE CHOLERA NEST. 

The cholera bulletin, which has now be- 
come a regular diurnal visitor in the foreign 
dispatches, probably attracts but little atten- 
tion, as Manila is a comparatively unknown 
city in a comparatively unknown part of the 
world—the Philippine Islands—and yet they 
lie but a short distance south of China and 
Japan, and might without difficulty send 
the disease across the Pacilie to San Fran- 
cisco. Thousands of the native population, 
who are of Malay origin, have perished, and 
although the epidemic seems to be abating 
somewhat it still rages with great violence. 
The islands are 500 in number, and for 300 
years have been under Spanish rule. The 
population of the islands is about 6,000,000, 
of whom there are about 30,000 Chinese and 
350 American and European foreigners, who 
are there for commercial purposes. Their 
trade is largely with Japan and China, andas 
we have regular steamer communication with 
those countries it will be seen that a very 
little negligence might expose us to the dis- 
ease. The origin of the cholera in this re- 
gion has not been stated, but it certainly 
could not have been owing to the uncleanly 
habits of the natives, as they are said to be 
the very reverse of uncleanly. ‘They are 
represented as a very happy, cheerful race; 
very fond of dress and personal decoration, 
and as their wants are very small there are 
no signs of poverty or pauperism among 
them. Their islands are very fertile and 
fruitful, and little work is required. They 
are very clean and orderly in their habits. 
Manila is their principal town, and under 
any otherthan Spanish hanas would develop 
into a large and prosperous city, though it 
has the drawback of being a great earth- 
quake as well as cholera centre. It is stated 
that at Manila, and indeed all through the 
Philippine Islands, the crust of the earth is 
never entirely quiet, and some parts of the 
city look ‘as if they had passed through a 
bombardment. 

As next year has been officially announced 
as the cholera-year, it will be well to take 
time by the forelock and be in readiness for 
the coming of theepidemic. ‘The Philippine 
Islands are not so far away that they may not 
send it tous. It has already appeared in 
Japan to a certain extent, and if it does not 
reach us this season it may take advantage 
of its regular epoch and pay us a visit next 
year. If it had come this season it would 
have found a luxuriant field in Chicago, but 
shall we be any better guarded next year? 
Our streets were never filthier than they are 
now, and that we have escaped disease this 
summer is due more to the deiightfully cool 
weather we have had than to apy sanitary 
precautions of the authorities, 


THE NEW YORE REPUBLICANS. 

The Republican State Convention of New 
York is to be held at Saratoga next Wednes- 
day. The contest at the primaries through- 
out the State has been spirited because the 
machine has been divided against itself. 
More than two-thirds of the delegates have 
been chosen, and of 356 members of the con- 
vention which had been selected upto yes- 
terday the New York Times makes the fol- 
lowing apportionment: 156 for Cornell, 130 
for Folger or anybody else whom the Ad- 
ministration may take up in case Folger can- 
not be nominated, 47 for Wadsworth, who is 
variously represented as an Independent and 
as a dark horse“ for the Administration fac- 
tion, and the remainder divided among sev- 
eral candidates, most of whom are believed 
to be favorably regarded by the Administra- 
tion, which, in this case at least, means Mr. 
Conkling. It is believed that among the re- 
maining delegates to be chosen it will not 

possible to secure enough for any one 
candidate to give hima clear majority. In 
that case the fight remains to be made in con- 
vention. 

Gov. Cornell and Seeretary Folger are in 
the lead; but, if the relative preferences of 
the delegates have been correctly estimated, 
neither of these gentlemen will be likely to 
secure the nomination. In that event the 
real sentiment of the delegates who are put 
down for Wadsworth will probably control 
the decision of the convention to a greater 
extent than any other influence. If Wads- 
worth has really been put forward in the 
interest of the Conkling faction, his dele- 
gates may unite with the Folger and other 
Administration delegates and thus make up 
a majority which will be able to noutinate a 
Conkling man. If Wadsworth’s candidacy 
is genuine and the delegates who are for him 
are opposed to the Conkling dictation—and 
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img his three years’ term he has conquered 
the respect of a large partion of thase Repub- 
livans whe openly opposed his election when 
he was the machine candidate. He is also 
entitled to gratitude for the efficient work 
he has done in smashing the machine, even 
though he acted from selfish motives, and 
for vetoing the Gould-Conkling bilis which 
proposed to release certain corporations from 
their proper share of the public taxes to the 
cost of the people. Indeed, if all otherthings 
were equal, the avowed purpose of Gould 
and Conkling to beat Cornell ought to be 
sufficient reason for nominating and electing 
him. But all other things are not equal. 
Gov. Cornell cannot break away entirely 
from his past machine associations, and ne 
would encounter considerable . opposition 
‘fiom that class known as “ scratchers”’ three 
years ago, It is certain, too, that he would 
be bitterly fought by the Gould-Conkimg 
cliqhe, which unfortunately controls a large 
number of votes, and that fact impairs his 
availability. 

The nomination of an Administration can- 
didate’ would. be much more objectionable 
than that of Gov. Cornell. To begin with, 
the success of that faction would place all 
the State and Government patronage in the 
hands of a small clique of politicians, who 
would thus be enabled to build up a more 
formidable machine than there ever has been 
in New York State. Such a result would be 
deplorable at any time and under any cir- 
cumstanees, but especially so at the present 
juncture of affairs, since it-would install Mr. 
Conkling as the boss,“ subject only to the 
dictation of Jay Gould. Tue Administration 
patronage would be employed to keep the 
Conkling crowd in control, and the possession 
of the State offices would be utilized for the 
benefit of Mr. Gould’s corporation interests. 
Moreover, an Administration. or Conkling 
candidate would be much less availabie than 
Cornell, for he would encounter more oppo- 
sition among the Independent and Liberal 
Republicans, and the lukewarmness of Cor 
nell and his friends would probably de as 
fatal to the success of such a ticket as the 
sviteful opposition of the Conkling crowd 
would be to Cornell. 1 

Under these conditions the nomination of 
Mr. Wadsworth, it he be the independent 
man he has always been believed to be, will 
serve the interests of the party best and will 
be received with approval by the country. 
The Republicans of the West will not regard 
with patience the precipitation of a factional 
fightin New York similar to that going on 
in Pennsylvania, and if the New York party 
leaders deliberately risk party defeat they 
need not expect even such recognition at the 
hand of the next National Convention as the 
second place on the ticket carries with it.

Te sardine trade in Eastern Maine has 
in the last few years growa very rapidly. From 
1876 until the present time the number of fac- 
tories bas increased from one to about tbirty- 
five, of which seventeen or eighteen are in East- 
port. The fish are hoisted from the boats on to 
the wharf, where they are spread on long tables. 
There the heads and tails are cut off by the 
“cutters”; after which they are put into pickle 
for about an hour. Then they are taken out, 
washed in clean water, and laid on flakes to dry 
—it being found impossible to fry them when 
wet, the fish ali breaking up. After being dried, 
which on sunny days is done out of doors, and 
in damp or wet weather in the dry-house by 
means of a circulation of hot and cold air, they 
are fried in oll. This oll is generally cotton- 
seed, or some cheaper kind. Then they are 
packed in cans by giris—the smaller tish being 
put up iu oil and the larger in French mustard 
orin spices. After being packed in the cans 
the covers are put on and sealed. Then they 
are putintoa bath of boiling water and kept 
there two hours, the water being kept boiling. 
At the end of that time they are taken eut and 
a small hole tapped in each can to let the hot or 
expanded air escape, and immediately closed. 
The can then is air-tight, and will keep good for 
years in any viimate. They are then cicaned, 
packed in cases, and shipped to New York or 
the West.

The ladies whom I saw 
at Kew are no exceptions to the general rule of 
American ladies who Visit London; they never 
walk when they can ride. The opposit ubtains, 
certainly, among a very large ciass of English 
ladies, who never ride when they can walk. 


Tue following sketch of the route from 
Tel-el-Kebir to Cairo from the London Times 
will give the reader an intelligent idea of the 
movements of the English army: 

Tel-el-Kebir is situated in aluxuriantly fertile 
district called the El-Wady. This estate at one 
time belonged to the Suez Canal Company, but 
was soid in 1863 by them tothe Government of 
Egypt for the sum of £400,000. At a distance of 
eight miles from Tel-el-Kebir the sweet-water 
caval divides at a place called El-Abassa-el- 
Sugra. One branch of it continues along the 
line of railto Zagazig. the other travele in a 
southwesteriv direction to Belbeis, which is 
about ten miles distant, and where the line, 
after it has made the détour by Zaguzig. is met 
again. Following the line of railway, three 
miles from the division of the canal the station 
of Abdu-Hamed is reached, after which. the 
country is extremely fertile. Passing over two 
low irrigation canals at a distance of ten miler, 
we come to Zagazig, an important town with a 
population of some 38,000 souls, among which 
were many Europeans. Seven miles from nere 
is Burden, and six miles further on is Belbeis, 
where, as mentioned above, the new fresh- 
water canal from Cairo to Ismailiais met with 
again.

AN ACCOUNT OF WEDNESDAY’S BATTLE. 

Spécial Cable. 

Tet-e.-Kestr, Sept. 4.—The most com- 
plete success attended the attack upon the 
énemy’s position. Not only has Tel-el-Kebir 
fallen inte British hands, but the Egyptian 
army has ceased to exist. The first 
move was a short one, being 
Only to the  sand-hills above the 
camp. There the arms were piled, and the 
men lay down on the sand or sat and chatted 
over the coming fight. At1o’clock word 
was passed around and they again fell in. 
Never aid 14,000 men get under arms more 
guletly. The very orders appeared to be 
given in lowered tones. Almost notselesly 
the dark column moved off, their footfall be- 
ing deadened by the sana. It was an impress- 
ive march, which none who shared in it 
will ever forget. The silence was broken 
only by the occasional clash of steel. 
It was acertainty that the great struggle 
would commence with the dawn, and the ex- 
pectation was that at any moment they might 
be challenged by Bedouin horsemen far out 
on the plains in front of the enemy. 

THERE WERE FREQUENT HALTS 
to enable the regiments to maintain touch, 
and allow the transportations, whose wheels 
crunched loudly over the sandy plains, to 
keep up with us. On our right was Gra- 
ham's brigade, which had already done good 
service by twice repelling the assaults of the 
enemy. Next came the Guards, the brigade 
which was, when the action began, to act 
in support of Gen. Graham. Between them 
and the canal were forty-two guns of the 
royal artillery. On the railway itself the 
naval brigade advanced with a _ forty- 
pounder on a truck. South of 
the canal the Highland Regiment led the ad- 
vance, followed by the Indian troops in sup- 
port of the cavalry. ‘The horse artillery had 
started due north to make a long detour and 
come down upon the enemy’s line of retreat, 
THE ATTACK. 

By earlydawn the troops arrived within 
1.000 yards of the enemy’s lines, and halted 
there a short time to enable the figiiting 
lines to be formed and other prep- 
arations to be made. Perfect silence 
still reigned over the plain. It 
Was difficuit to credit the fact 
that 14.000 men lay in a semi-circle round the 
énemy’s lines ready to dash forward at the 
signal at the low sand-trenches in front, be- 
hind which so many men slumbered unsus- 
picious of their presence. As usual 
in a movement carried out in 
darkness, a number of detached parties 
altogether lost their way, | with some 
mounted police among the number, for, while 
we completely beat the rest of the force, we 
went hither and thither all night until day- 
break, and nearly stumbled into the 
enemy’s lines. ‘The attack n on the left. 
Nothing could be imagin finer than the 
Advance of the Highland brigade. The 
Fourteenth. were next the canal, Next were 
the Cameronians, and the Gordon Highland- 
ers continued the line, with the Black Watch 
upon their flank. The Forty-sixth and 
Sixtieth Regiments formed a second line. 
Swiftly and silently the Highlangers moved 
forward to the attack. No word was spoken, 
no shot fired, until withim 300 yards of the 
enemy’s earthworks, nor up to that time did 
any sound in the Egyptian lines betoken 
that they were aware of the presence of their 
assailants. ‘Then 

SUDDENLY A TERRIFIC FIRE 
flashed along the line of sand-heaps, a storm 
of bullets whizzed over the heads of the ad- 
vaneing troops, a wild cheer broke from the 
Highianders, and in response the pipes 
struck shrilly up, bayonets were fixed, and at 
doublequick time they dashed forward. The 
tirst line of intrenchments was carried, the 
enemy searcely offering any resistance. But 
from another line of intrenchments, behind 
which in the still dim light one could scarce- 
ly see, a burst of musketry broke out. Fora 
few minutes the Highlanders poured in 
a heavy fire, but it ‘was ‘probably 
as innocuous as that of the unseen enemy 
whose bullets whistled harmlesly overhead. 
The delay in the advance was but short. 
Then the order was given, and the brigade 
again went rapidly forward. Soon 4 porte 
of the force had passed between the enemy's 
redoubts and opened a fianking fire. This 
was too much for the Egyptians, who took 
to their neels and fairly ran, suffering, as the 
erowded masses rushed across the open 
desert, very heavily from our fire, being lit- 
erally mowed down by hundreds. 

. ‘THE ROYAL IRISH ON THE FLANE. 
Meanwhile fighting began upon the other 
Hank.

the enemy’s camp, and halted at the station, 
where Sir Garnet Wolseley soon after arrived. 


Immediately afterwards Gen. Drury Lowe, 


with bis staff, rode up, having cut across the 
line of retreat of the flying enemy, A good 
many were Killed by our rifle and artil- 
lery fire. Immense’ numbers threw 
their arms away and delivered them- 
selves up as prisoners, How many 
were taken I cannot say, but certainjy 
far more than we shall be able to dispose of. 
On the bridge over the canal Gen. Wolseley 
dictated his orders to Gens. McPherson and 
Lowe. The former was ordered to move 
with the Indian brigade on Zagazig, the lat- 
ter to continue the work of the total disper- 
sion of the enemy. As 1 write, the 
troops are cheering Gens. Alison and Gra- 
ham, who rede into the trenches at the head 
of the Highianders. Tne Guards are making 
themselves comfortable in the abandoned 
Egyptian tents, and preparing to catch a few 
hours’ repose. The British casuaities at 
present are not known, but they are not 
heavy. Those ofthe enemy are very large 
indeed. 

A RIDE OVER THE FIELD 
after the battle shows that the enemy’s loss 
was extremely heavy. Indeed, it is difficult 
to understand howso great a number of men 
have been killed in the battle, which lasted 
but a brief hour. The enemy's position con- 
sisted of lines of solid intrenchments, 
bound together by wattles. It was four 
miles long from flank to flank. At intervals 
bastions, mounted by guns, protected the 
front. There were successive series of deep 
trenches at right angles to the extreme left 
of their position. A deep trench extends 
two miles to the rear, behind which is an- 
other intrenchment, forming a defense of 
the front line froin attack on the flank. To- 
ward the canal on the right were very 
strong works. The natura! irregularities of 
ground constituted a very formidable 
position, which would have cost great ex- 
penditure of life had it been attacked in 
front. This part of the line, however, was 
avoided. Our attacks were directed toward 
the flanks. All who accompanied the 
Highland Brigade were enthusiastic at 
the brilliant charge of their ad- 
vance. Their orders were to march 
up to the first trench aud carry it by bayonet 
without firing a shot. This order was liter- 
ally executed, After their conduct on pre- 
ceding occasions it was expected that the 
Egyptians would not stop to oppose a de- 
termined rush, but 

HUNDREDS REMAINED FIRM 
at their post and were bayoneted where they 
stood. As soon as the trench was won the 
Highlanders were assailed from the strong 
inner lines commanding the trench which 
had been carried, but, cheermg loudly, 
they pressed forward, carrying one redoubt 
after another, shooting and bayoneting the 
foe as they ran. At one point only was the 
advance checked for a moment, but the 
first tine was reinforced from behind, 
and with another cheer they swept on again 
and cleared the enemy from before them. 
At some ot the bastions the regstance, al- 
though unavailing, was desperate, the 
Egyptians, teing caught as in a trap 
by the rapidity of the advance, defending 
themselves to the last. At these points the 


Egyptians lie dead in hundreds, while 
only here and there aatigvionter lies stretch-

GREAT BRITAIN. 

DR. PUSEY DYING—A NOTED ENGLISH mon- 
CHURCH CLERGYMAN PASSING FROM 
KARTH, 

LonpDon, Sept. 14.—Dr. Edward Bouverie, 
D. PD., is sinking rapidly, with no hope of re- 
covery. le is the son of the late Hon. Phil 
ip Bonverie (half-brother of the first Earl of 
Rednor), wha assumed the name of Pusey. 
by royal license. He was born in 1800, and 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford; where he 
graduated a bachelor of arts with high hon- 
ors, and was elected to a fellowship at Oriol 
College, and took his degree of master of 
Arts. In 183 he was appointed Regius 
Professor of Hebrew in the University of 
Oxford, to which was attached a canoncy of 
Christ Church. He was one of the earliest 
and most prolific contributors to the Tracts 
for the Times“ and has always been promi- 
nently identified with the High-Church par- 
ty. In 1843 he was suspended from preach- 
ing before the university because of his ser- 
mon on the Holy Eucharist. Dr. Pusey’s 
books includé many sermons and adaptations 
of Roman Catholie books of devotion for use 
in the English Church, and élaborate 
treatises on baptism, the Eucharist, the royal 
ecclesiastical supremacy, and marriage with 
a deceased wife’s sister. He was noted for 
his scholarly attainments and fidelity to 
High-Chuch principles.

SHARKING AT NANTUCKET.

What little brain 
the shark has is situated at the end of its 
pointed nose, and until they are stunned and 
killed by these fearful blows it is not safe to 
take them aboard, there being dreadful stories 
afloat about their sometimes coming to life 
an hour or two later and leading the captors 
a fine dance: in the narrow boat. The eves 
of these sea lawyers are two little points 
at the side of nose, and there not 
a more brutish head on any fish that 
swim. The great jaw opens like a trap-door 
underneath the head, and is furnished with 
a row of fieree curved teeth that shine with 
the bluish white lustre of porcelain. The 
back of the creature has a long stripe of 
greenish brown from nose to tail, but the 
mouth and under part are beautifully white, 
After this first catch there was a subdued 
excitement all around, and no one thought 
of the ground swell again. The Harvard 
prize man announced that he thought he had 
a bite, and hauling in his line cautiously 
found a little yellow crab clawing at the 
tempting bait.

do to break out the teeth, and pry the mouth 


open again. In less than an hour six greedy 
brutes had gulped down the big iron hooks, 
but all of them were gand sharks, cowardly 
creatures, that live on the little blue-fish and 
small fry of the ocean. The prize was to

are known; and when that ugly fish showed 
himself at the top of the water excitement 
ran higher than ever, and the death struggle 
was a furious one. The blows were rained 
on his ugly snout before he was quieted, and 
when finally dispatehed and lifted in he 
showed a great trap of a month furnished 
with rows of fine saw-+haped teeth.

Current records of the Egyptian war are in- | 


complete without the account of the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria furnished by one of Arabi’s 
chief officers, and published in the Arabic paper, 
EI Taif. The following ts a transiation of the 
more striking portions Of this remarkable story: 
War New Tuesday, 2% Suaban, 1299, at 
12 o'clock in the morning (July 11,7 a. m.), the 
Euglishb opened fire on the forts of Alexandria.

an ironclad foundered off Port Ada. At 5 
”’ clock (noon) two vessels were sunk between 
Fort Pharos and Fort Adjemy.

In the course of his long rides between 
Torrington, Litchfield, and Morris, he had 
abundant evidences everywhere of how se- 
verely that section of the country has suf- 
fered for lack of rain. The Torrington peo- 
ple complained that the reservoir from which 
their town is supplied had left in it but one 
week’s supply of water. On the roads wagons 
were met frequently hauling water in bar- 
relé from distant lakes or pools in creek 
beds, and droves of sheep and cattle were 
encountered going several miles to or from 
watering. The fruit in the orchards was 
small, speckled, and ill-shapen. The pros- 
pectin the fields was disheartening. Corn 
dwarfed and yellow, bore nubbins instead of 
ears. The grass was withered and brown. 
The buckwheat was stunted, shriveled, and 
sparse. The potatoes that sour-faced farm- 
ers were digging looked small and few 
in the bill, except in very low bottom 
1 The reporter talked with but 
one person who did not complain of 
the drouth. That man said,as he leaned 
on @ corner of the bar, that he didn’t seem to 
have noticed that he wanted any water; but 
as, in the course of subsequent conversation, 
he claimed to have caught recently in Lake 
Wauramaug a black bass weighing seven 

unds and nine ounces, the reporter hesi- 

ted about accepti him as the veracious 
voice of any considerable part of the com- 
munity. 

Mrs. Grant Stevens lives onafarm in the 
Town of Morris, something over four miles 
from Litebfield. She is a stout, pleasant- 
faced, chbrry-cheeked Englishwoman, whose 
smoothly combed hairis streaked with gray. 
Her voice 8 melodious and her wo are 
well ch , as becomes a woman who 
taught scha@ul for twenty years before she 
became a farmer.

**T ask God about everything that troubles 
me, and I ask Him in this way—that He may 
give me what I should have: not what I ask 
tor, but what l should have, and give it in 
His own way. I have had many direet an- 
swers to prayer; not always what | expected 
but always what was best for me and what 1 
should have had. y husband was sick for 
five years, during whichAime I was his con- 
stant and only nurse, and for half that time I 
never went to bed. In that trying time 1 
learned to trust more fully than ever before 
in God.” 

„Will you tell me some other instances of 
answers accorded to special prayers in your 
own experience?“

A PEERAGE ROMANCE. 
Death of the Earl of Berkeley, Who, 


However, Never Assumed the Title. 
London News. 


The death of the last surviving son of 


Frederick Augustus, fifth Earl of Berkeley, 
may be considered to have added the final 
＋ to one of the most curious chapters in 

e romance of the British Peerage, Only 
last year his irascible and not too judicious 
younger brother Grantley—whose name was a 
very synonym for sport and life about town, 
as these terms were understood in the 
“palmy “ days of Jerry Hawthorn and Cor- 
inthian Tom—passed away at the ripe age of 
82. The late Earl of berkeley—better known, 
for reasons to be given, as the Hon. Thomas 
Moreton Fitzhardmge Berkeley who died on 
Saturday last at the old family seat of the 
Berkeleys at Cranford, Middlesex, was 
his senior by about four years, having 
been born in October, 1796. T feuds and 
quarrels of the Berkeley family have filled a 
large place in gossiping chronicles, and have 
given rise to masses of legal reports, blue 
books, and pamphlets, not to speak of Mr. 
Grantley py — 4 too-notorious four vol- 
umes of “ Recollections.” published some 
seven or eight years ago, in which family af- 
fairs were discussed with so edifying a de- 
gree of frankness, 

It is to be roped that the old animosity and 
heartburnings have now finally subsided; 
but in excuse for them it may be pleaded 
that if ever there was a combination of cir- 
cumstances calculated to sow the seeds of 
dissensions mutual hatred in a family 
circle it is to be found in the facts that gave 
rise to the famous suit and petition of privi- 
lege which constituted what was familiarly 
known to a past generation as the Berkeley 
Peerage Case.” The public marriage of the 
Ear! of Berkeley with Elizabeth Cole, daugh- 
ter, as her son telis us, of a “small trades- 
man in Wotton-under-Edge,” was admitted 
to have taken place at the parish chureh of 
St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields on the 16th of May, 
1796, after the birth of their first four sons. 
It was the effort to legitimatize those 
sons which gave rise to this conspicu- 
ous cause célébre. According to Mr. 
Grantiey Berkeley’s narrative there 
had been proceedings both in Chancery and 
in the House of Peers with this view in the 
lifetime of the Earl, the alleged motive being 
a passionate attachment on the part of the 
mother for her first-born illegitimate son 
who, if her efforts had succeeded, would, of 
course, have become the lawful heir te the 
peerage and estates. Assuredly her husband 
shared in her feelings, going even so far as 
to make a will, by the provisions of which 
the bulk of the family property descended to 
Col. William Fitzhardinge Berkeley, his 
eldest son by Mary Cole, who was born in 
1787. More than this, the testator concluded 


with a solemn declaration of the legitimacy, 


of the object of his bounty, while disinherit- 
ing all and every one of his other children 
who should venture to dispute his claims. 
Upon the death of the Earl, which took 
place in 1810, William Fitzhardinge boldly 
claimed the title as next in descent, but on 
his petition to sit in the House of Peers the 
claim was referred to a committee, who com- 
menced their inquiry in March, 1611. The 
claimant secured the servicesof the two 
most eminent members of the bar, Sir 
Samuel Romilly and Mr. Sergeant Best, aft- 
erward Lord Wynford: while the interests 
of the sons born of the second marriage were 
looked after by the Attorney-General and 
the Solicitor-General, who appeared as coun- 
sel for the Crown. 

the story may be found by the curious set 
forth in the shape of a condensed report of 
the proceedings in the Annual Register for 
that year—perhaps a better authority than 
Mr. Grantley Berkeley’s hot-headed narra- 
tive. The foundation of the petitioner’s 
claim was the assertion of Lady Berkeley— 
and, as it would appear, of the late Karl- 
that there had been a previous marriage sol- 
emnized at the parish church at Berkeley, in 
Gloucestershire, on the 30th of March, 1785. 
It was unfortunate that the clergyman who 
was alleged to have officiated had died just 
before the commencement of the previous 
proceedings; but a loose leaf was produced 
which purported to have belonged to the 
parish register, in which there was a formal 
entry of the marriage, attested by William 
Tudor.“ who was proved to be William Cole, 
a brother of the lady, and one Barnes, who 
could not be found. Besides this document 
there was produced a pretended register of 
the publication of the banns, which, as Lord 
Eidon had observed on the hearing of the 
Chancery suit, was inconsistent with the al- 
leged desire for concealment. This paper 
bore the signature of the same clergyman, 
and was dated in November and 
cember, 1784. As the writer in the 
Annual Register observes, the direct 
evidence for the alleged marriage 
lay in a small com Lady Berkeley 
swore that the name Elizabeth Cole affixed 
to the former paper was her signature, and 
William Tudor swore toa similar effect re- 
garding his signature—both declaring that 
they were subscribed at the time when the 
marriage was solemnized; but the mass of 
evidence produced went to prove that che al- 
leged publication of banns in 1784, and mar- 
riage in 1785, could not possibly have taken 
place. In the end, the House of Lords pro- 
nouneed the unanimous judgment, That 
the claimant, William Fitzhardinge Berkeley, 
had not made good his claim to the titles, 
ete., of Earl of Berkeley.” This decision 
formally established the right of the late 
Thomas Moreton Fitzhardinge Rae, as 
the eldest legitimate son, to the title of Earl 
of Berkeley, which, however, he never as- 
sumed. Happily there is no need to attach 
importance to the ungenerous suggestions 
on this head which bis late younger brother 
has in his excited fashion embodied in his 
memoirs. The feelmg which led the late 
Earl to decline to take his seat in the House 
of Peers or by any other act to avail himself 
of the inp ng ad of that tribunal in his favor, 
is easily to be understood, and deserves to be 
respected. His mother, Lady Berkeley, died 
in 1844. The title descends, according to 
“Dod,” to his cousin, Mr. George Lennox 
Rawdon Crawley Be keley. 

Silk Manuiacture im This Country. 

The tenth anoval report of the Silk Associa- 
tion of America, just issued, says that the im- 
ports of European silk goods bave been larger 
than in any preceding tweive months, except in 
the year ending June . 1872, and they will 
closely approach the amount then.

Manufacturers of 
broad silk goods have bad to do their best to hold 
their own and to meet prices, owing to large im- 
ports of foreign goods on undervaived invoices 
and domestic competition.

[From this time to Tuesday, the 26th of 
July, Capt. De Long’s notes refer at some 
length to the difficulties of the roads over 
the ice, the gradual approach to the land, 
and the more and more confused masses of 
ice and water which had to be got over.] 

TuEsDAY, July .—1 do not think I shall 
ever forget yesterday; such a tissue of difii- 
culty and vexation can be experienced no- 
where else. Such a shifting of ice and open- 
ing of leads, Hardly had we commenced to 
move our things along what seemed a fair 
road than theroad broke up. Ice broke 
under us, ice slid away from us, ice moved 
to the right when we wanted to go to the 
left, and vice versa, and each installment of 
provisions got safely across was considered 
by me as barely rescued from destruction. 
And all this time the land not half a mile off 
was tempting us by its solidity and appeal- 
ing to our desire for rest by its moss-covered 
hills and slopes. At 8 a. m. yesterday, when 
we concluded to go on and work for twenty- 
four hours, so many good roads, each lead- 
ing seemingly directly on shore, presented 
themselves that I was embarrassed in achoice, 
but in fifteen minutes they had fallen to 
pieces and become puzzling mazes of ice and 
water. There was no question that when I 
gave it up at 6 p. m. everybody was used up 
and could not possibly have gone further. 
Everybody was wet up to his knees, stiff 
legs and cramps annoyed us until we had 
been an hour or two in our bags, and we 
were too tired, in fact, to get the rest we 
stood so much in need of. However, we are 
allright again this morning, and none the 
worse off. Better off, in fact, for if we had 
not put in the twenty-four hours in full we 
would have been out on the heavy drift-ice, 
and probably miles away from the land by 
the time this gale is over. At noon the fog 
broke away and showed the land for a few 
moments. We were exactiyas I had sup- 
posed, The pressure of the ice on swinging 
off the easterly point has backed us in 
toward the bay, and between our floe and 
the land there is about two miles of water 
nearly clear of ice. I assumed that against 
our floe area number of large blocks and 
hummocks, offering serious difficulty to any 
attempt to launch our boats. On the off side 
of those hummocks the sea is breaking con- 
siderably. The wind tears around us in 
fierce sts. No. 6 tent has been twice 
blown down. We will see what the state of 
affairs is after dinner. Dined at half-past 
12 p. m. luxuriously on bear-stew. By halt- 
past 1 the land was again in fog, and other- 
wise the situation was as before. My desire 
was to go ahead, but prudence told me to 
wait until the weather moderated. The ba- 
rometer is still falling, the rain beats down 
from time to time, and nothing can be seen 
through the fog. 1 decide to wait for an im- 
provement, and then 1 shall push on in the 
second cutter and try to land some provis- 
ions. Soundings in thirteen fathoms: no 
drift indication. Our ice is evidently jammed 
tight. Probably at the first chance the loose 
hummocks now pressing against us will slack 
off and leave no place to launch our boats, 
even if our floe piece does not go bodily in 
toward the land. 

During the afternoon the ice scene was 
constantly changing. At one moment ice 
seemed to reach from our oe to the land. 
Atanother time lanes of water were seen, 
and once our floe was left as an island, while 
it would have been possible to launch a boat 
and reach the shore. I confess | was tempted 
to try it. but realized that the whaleboat 
could carry notùhmg but her crew safely until 
her garboards were repaired and that it 
would take sixor seven trips of the two other 
boats to carry our effects. Before I could 
have got our boat in the water, however, ice 
shoved in between us and the land, and we 
were once more helpless. It seems as if Piov- 
idence were directing our movementi for the 
floe upon which we camped last night is the 
only large piece of ice to be seen; ail else is 
confusion and trouble. Had I gone further 
or 1 — short of this place it Is hard to 
say where we would be now. We are movi 
west slowly, about a mile ora mile and a ha! 
from the land, and are now (7 p. m.) abreast 
a large glacier, whose broken edge—it may 
be twenty feet high—we can see with a glass. 
I have watched carefully all day for a land- 
ing place, but not one has shown. The coast 
is either steep cliffor glacier, and neither is 
a successful landing-p The barometer 
is now at a stand, and 1 think 20.68 at 33 
degrees, and though rain is occasionally fall- 
ing and the sky is dark and threaten 
where the fog does not hide it altogether 
am in hopes the weather will improve during 
the night. Ae bear stew, at 6 p. m. 
Pi down at 9. 

EDNESDAY, July 27.—Called all hands at 
6. Breakfast at 7. The wind has yeered to 
east and is dying away. Patiently and hope- 
fully I waited all the forenoon for a clearing, 
but (I p. m.) the fog still hangs about us im- 
penetrably. The barometer goes up 20.72 at 
38 degrees and the temperature 30 degrees. 
Sound in sixteen fathoms water, and I 
am afraid we have drifted down abreast the 
point west and are too far west to hope for 
any benefit from the bay in which — 0 
we shoaled water to thirteen fathoms. In 
which case we are now beginning to open 
the west face of the island. This will be the 
last forlorn hope for open water in the neigu- 
borhood. And yet there is much to be thank- 
ful for. Everybody is in excellent health 
in spite of our terribly hard work. 
The appetites are something wonder- 
ful to think of, and our sleep is 
sound and unbroken. Forty-one days of our 
march over the frozen sea had no bad effect. 
One bear is so nearly consumed that for sup- 
per we have only half our usual ratiors to 
serve out. (In five meals we have eaten 
about 250 pounds of bear meat. The gross 
weight was probably 450 pounds.) The only 
trace our march shows on us is tender 
feet, and that probably arises from their be- 
ing so often wet, ading through ponds 
would make wet feet if our foo 
changed every hour. At 6 p. m. had supper. 
At forty-five minutes past 6 the fog lifted a 
little and showed us the land seemingly 
about half a mile off. We have drifted along 
shore since last evening, and have left on our 
right hand the glacier which we were 
in front of last night But ahead 
of us and apparently extending into 
the land was a very heavy floe of 
blue ice, and separated from us by a few in- 
significant openings. Such a chance was not 
to be lost. All hands were at once turned to, 
and at fifteen minutes past 7 we went 
ahead with all four sieds, officers dragging 
also, and then bounced along the boats, and 
in an hour we had everything on the heavy 
floe. This we now found to bea mile and a 
half in width after over it, and we 
were still separated from the land by a halt 
mile of broken ice, water-lanes, etc. I at 
once made up my mind that it could not be 
done tonight and that I had better devote a 
day to it. The wind had veered to east- 
southeast. was blowing fresh, and rain began 
to fali steadily, and when, at a quarter ll

The ice foot extended out from 
the land many yards, and was a confused 
mass of piled up ice blocks and ridges, hon- 
eyeom cracked, and broken, and pre- 
2 a simply impassable road for travel 
with sleds. Glad 9 was 1 to get a solid 
foothold anywhere, I gave the order to 
camp at half-past 6p. m (our first sled hav- 
ing goton the ice foot about 5), everything 
being hauled in as near to the as 
ble—say fifty feet from it. Rocks were occa- 
sionally slipping down and falling into a lit- 
tle stream of water at the foot of the cliff, 
the stream being where the thawing of sur- 
face ice had left a channel about four feet 
deep. The face of the cliff was literally alive 
with dovekies. Supper at half-past 7 p. m. 
At half-past 8 p. m. all hands were called to 
muster, and led by me everybody waded, or 
jumped, or ferried over to steep slopes 
of débris, while our colors were displayed. 
When all had gathered around me I said: 
I have to announce to you that this island, 
tow which we have been struggling for 
more than two weeks, is newly discovered 
land. I, therefore, take sssion of it in 
the name of the President of the United 
States, and name it Bennett Island.“ I now 
call upon you to give three cheers.“ 

And never were three more lusty cheers 
given. With great kindness three were then 
given for me. I now change the date to the 
correct one, and record that at half-past 8 p. 
m., Friday, July 29, I added Bennett Island 
to American soil. Our landing cape I name 
“Cape Emma.” Piped down at 9 p. m. 
Fresh east wind, thick fog, ice off shore rap- 
idly moving west. The birds kept up a fear- 
ful chattering all night, but we slept well in 
spite of it. 
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MONGCLIANS AT HOME. 


A Returned Missionary’s Ideas of Our 
Chinese Neighbors—They Worship the 
Dead and Hold Innovation as iImpi- 
ous—No Wish to Come Hither. 

. New York Herald, 
Mr. Charles R. Mills, who has been some 
twenty-five years a missionary in China in 


connection with the American Presbyterian 


Church, has recently arrived here on a visit 
to his native land. After residing six years 
in Shanghai Mr. Mills, with a small mission 
band, removed to the northern portion of the 
Oolestial Empire, and began a mission work 
at Tung Chow, a city having 100,000 inhabit- 
ants, on the ast some 800 miles north of 
Shanghai. There he has since resided. Since 
he became familiar with the dialect spoken 
in this northern province Mr. Mills has trav- 
eled for several months in each year among 
the Chinese villages, teaching the new/relig- 
ion of the West, and has had large opportu- 
nity for studying the national character. 

In reply toa query- by a Herald repre- 
sentative as to the sentiment of the Chinese 
in reference to our recent legislation looking 
to prohibition of Mongolian immigration, he 
replied that to the bulk of the Chinese even 
the existence of our country was wholly un- 
known, and that such a thing as any general 
desire to seek homes here has no existence. 
Their vast domain, larger than all Europe, 
affords great variety of climate, soil, and prod- 
ucts. its dense population, numbering at 
the lowest computation 400,000,000, firmly be- 
lieves that China is the favored country of 
the supreme powers. Their most social re- 
ligious duty—worship of their ancestors— 
and fond hope to lay their own bones 
beside them tends strongiy to preclude any 
idea of emigration. Those whom we see in 
American cities are men from seaport towns, 
driven abroad by dire necessity to seek a 
livelihood. To the great mass of Chinamen 
exclusion from America would never give a 
thought of deprivation. Even those who 
seek our shores come with the intention to 
return (after bettering their condition by in- 
dustry and close economy) to the biessed 
home of their forefathers. 

“But does not the imperial Government 
resent our exclusion of its subjects? 

“Probably in no quarter of the globe is 
diplomacy keener than at the Chinese Cap- 
ital. The controlling spirits are men of the 
highest culture in that line, the cream of the 
result of national education, which alone 
supplies the door of official preferment.

The largest crowd ever seen ata league 
game in Chicago outside of @ holiday attend- 
ed yestérday’s final meeting of the Chicago 
and Providence Clubs. Ful 7,000 people 
paid to witness what was generally conceded 
to be the most important contest of the year. 
There was a large overflow into the field that 
completely filled the north and also the 
temporary benches in the left field, but the 
big ctowd was remarkably quiet and orderly, 
even submitting to two or three grossly un- 
fair decisions of the umpire with nothing 
more than a few moderate expressions of 
disapproval. It was indeed fortunate that 
the home team outplayed their opponents at 
every point and were in the lead from the 
start, because the manifest purpose of the 
umpire to favor Providence would surely 
have decided a close game in favor of the 
visitors. He gave two outs against Chicago 
that were not out, the case of Williamson on 
first base being, without a shadow of doubt, 
without a chance for a difference of opin- 
ion, a barefaced gift by the umpire to 
the Providence side. Equally palpable 
and unmistakable was the decision in 
the case of Start, who w neatly 
caught off first by Goldsmith to Aron and 
touched by the latter before he got within a 
foot of the bag, and yet Start was deciared 
safe. These decisions were not errors of 
eyesight or of judgment; they were unques- 
tionably intentional acts of favoritism. Mr. 
Howes should never again be permitted to 
umpire a league game anywhere. He is 
neither competent nor disposed to be fair. 

The game was a beautifal exhibition in 
every respect. It was clean, clever, sharp 
work from start to finish, and peculiarly 
brilliant and free from poorplay.

LAKE VIEW. 

The committee appointed by the Board of 
Trustees to investigate the alleged crookedimess 
of Mr. Kennedy, the Overseer of Highways for 
the First District, beld their first meeting 
Wednesday.

No Truth in the Beport of an Invasion 
of Nebraska by Hostile Indians. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lixcoty, Neb., Sept. 14.—Yesterday’s 
rumor of an Indian invasion of the south- 
western part of the State, which was started 
in Dundy County and telegraphed broadcast 
over the country, proves to be entirely with- 
out foundation. The rumor was to the effect 
that from 300 to 400 Cheyenne Indians had 
left their reservation in the Territory and

| dering settiers. A miner from the Beaver, 


in Kansas, brought this information, and 
advised the settlers in Southwestern Nebras- 
ka to prepare for war. It now transpires 
that no danger from Indians exists in that 
locality, and that the rumor was occasioped 
by the appearance of a small band of 
Cheyennes on the way from the Indian Ter- 
ritory to Northern Nebraska. Besides being

soldiers.

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Formal Investigation of Commis- 
sioner Albright’s Rumpus in 
the Hospital. 


The Champion Mischief-Maker 
Unloads the Burden of 
His Grief, 


And Gives the Lie to Statements Made 
by Himself on the Outside. 


The special commitiee appointed by the 
County Board to investigate the charges 
against the County Hospital authorities in 
general and Warden Dixon in particular 
met at the hospital at 3 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. There was a full committee pres- 
ent—Commissioners Purington, Knopf, 
Klehm, Farren, and Donnersberger. Com- 
missioner Knopf presided and called the 
committee to order, Commissioner Albright 
was present, also anotary public, and sev- 
eral others. 

Col. L. H. Whitney stated that he repre- 
sented Mr. Dixon, and he would like to hear 
what the charges were. Then he would make 
answer. 

Mr, Plummer, representing Commissioner 
Albright, stated that he had only been called 
into the case at 10 o’clock in the morning, 
and had no written charges. 

Comunissioner Albright stated that he had 
heard the evening before that Mr. Dixon had 
engaged an attorney and he had done the 
same. 

Commissioner Donnersbergeyg said he un- 
derstood that the committee had been in- 
structed to investigate the charges made 
against the Warden by the newspapers. 

Commissioner Klehm then read the reso- 
lutions @ssed by the board regarding the 
purposes of the investigation. 

Mr. Plummer stated that this resolution 
went far beyond what he understood. He 
was prepared to investigate the case of Louis 
Haas, where alterations had been made in 
the hospital books. 

Un motion of Commissioner Klehm it was 
decided thatall the witnesses be examined 
under oath, and a form was drawn up. 

The first witness was Charles Clark, of No. 
116 Jefferson street, an employé ina West 
Lake street grocery house. About three 
years ago he had entered the hospital as a 
pettent, and later he had been put at work by 
Varden Mills. Had been put at work in the 
bath-room, where the patients were taken 
when they first came in. When Warden 
Dixon took hoid witness had remained until 
May I last. When Louis Haas entered the 
hospital witness had given him a bath, taken 
his valuables te the office, had them signed 
for by Mr. Donnelly, and had taken him to 
his ward. Haas had about $111 in money 
and asilver watch and chain on his person 
when hecamein. The entry of the valua- 
bles had been made in the ledger. The ledger 
referred to was produced and examined, and 
the entry was shown and offered in evidence. 
The entry was made on a leaf that originally 
belonged to the book, but the defense 
admitted it. Witness testified that under 
the name of Haas on the leaf had 
originally appeared the entry Cash, 8111 
and watch, J.P. Donnelly.” After witness 
had been discharged he had reéxamined 
the ledger and found it just as he had left it. 
The entry of valuables had been erased. Be- 
fore he left he had been asked by Donnelly to 
take Haas’ clothes to Dixon, and he had done 
so. Afterwards he had taken the clothes 
back. On a subsequent occasion Donnelly 
had called for the clothes and taken them 
away himself. Haas’ friends had found only 
$2.70in his clothes. Witness said he felt 
sure that Donnelly had caused his discharge 
trom the hospital. 

ON THE CROSS-EXAMINATION 
witness testified that he had formerly lived 
in Memphis and had lived here about eight 

ears. Had never been treated for alcohol 
sm. Dr. Bevan had sent him to the hospital 
with a letter. Had never been drunk while 
in the employ of the hospital. Just before 
he was discharged he had been arrested for 
robbery, and Mn Dixon had been at court to 
testify for him, Dut the Justice had said that 
Mr. Dixon was a politician and it was not 
necessary for himto testify. Witness said 
he had been arrested recently on a put-up 
job for being found in a lady friend’s room 
at 10 p. m. A reporter had called on him 
one night with the leaf and asked him about 
it. The reporter was accompanied by Com- 
missioner Albright, but the latter had not 
talked with him, Did not know the reporter. 
The reporter had the leaf and did all the talk- 
ing. ‘The prosecution made an objection, 
and Col. Whitney and he intended to show 
that the witness was not worthy of belief. 
The day-book was then produced, and the 
entry about the valuables and clothes was 
offered as evidenee. Witness stated that it 
was in his handwriting. He had given 
Donnelly the valuables the evening 
Haas came in. “To save time,” 
the prosecution admitted that Commissioner 
Albright had cut the leaf out of the book. 
Witness said he believed in his own mind 
that Haas’ friends had got his clothes and 
not his money. While in the hospital wit- 
ness had heard of several cases, which he 
did not remember, where $5 had been “ held 
out.” Could not explain why the alleged 
change had been made in the ledger and not 
in the other books. The witness was then 
excused. 0 

The next witness was Jacob Schuttler, an 
expressman, of No. 82 Julian street. Had 
known Louis Haas for about three years, 
and had brought him to the hospital. Had 
subsequently heard of his death there 
through a telegram, which was offered in 
evidence. Had called next day at 
the hospital and had seen Donnelly 
who had asked him if he would 
not bury him, and he had said he would not. 
Nothing was said about money or clothing. 
Had called again a day or two later and had 
asked Donnelly for Haas’ effects, showing a 
paper Haas had left with him, but Donnelly 
had refused to give up anything. The paper 
referred to, which was a will, was offered in 
evidence, and in it Haas willed his effects to 
witness. Haas had written the paper about 
two days before witness took him to the hos- 
pital, as 

HE BELIEVED HE WOULD DIE. 


Col. Whitney called attention to the fact that 
in the paper there were three different hand- 
writings in three different inks. Witness ex- 
plained that the man who had acknowledged 
the document had done part of the 
writing. No writing had been put on it since 
he first presented it. T. B. Stanners, of the 
Hatch House, bad written the body of the 
document. Haas had owed him about $3.50 
at the time of his death. Witness presented 
the paper the first time he called at the hos- 
pital after Haas’ death, and Mr. Donnelly 
wanted him to leave it, but he refused to do 
so. Then Mr. Dixon told Donnelly to give 
up the traps,“ but the latter declined to do 
so. The will as offered in evidence had at- 
tached to it an affidavit trom James and T. 8. 
Stanners testifying to its genuineness. When 
witness called at the hospital the third time 
he received Haas’ clothing. He asked for 
the watch and money, and received the 
watch and $2.75 in mne. He had 
receipted for this and Mr. Donnelly had 
taken the receipt. Mr. Dixon, on being ap- 
71 55 to, said he had seen no receipt, and 

r. Donnelly said he did not believe he had 
received any receipt, bat would ay and 
hunt it up, and he retired to do so. Witness 
said he had refused to sign a receipt in full 
which Mr. Donnelly had offered him, but 
had mentioned the items. About two 
weeks ago Clark had seen him and asked 
him how much he had received from Don- 
nelly. Had asked him if he had not re- 
ceived $111, and he said he had not. Sub- 
sequently Clark gave him a card to Albright, 
and he saw him one morning near the Court- 
House. Albrightasked him how much he 
had received at the hospital, and he had 
told him. The same evening Albright 
called on him at his house with “a gentle- 
man who put things down”—a reporter. 
The report had qu him on the 
matter. 

On the cross-examination witness said he 
had seen the will drawn up and signed at 
the Hatch House.

Rivers Covered with Oil—The Newark 
and Jersey City Water-Supply Af- 


tected. 

New York Tribune, Sept. 9. 

People living on the banks of the Passaic 
River, near the point where the Saddle Kiver 
empties into it, noticed two or three days ago 
large quantities of oil toating on top of the wa- 
ter. Where the oil came from was a mystery 
for some time, but on investigation it was as- 
certained that it was tlowing out of Saddle 
River. At the junction of the two rivers, and 
for some distance above and below it. the oil 
was fully four inebes deep on the wa- 
ter. Saddle River its about two miles 
above Bellevilie, where the Jersey City 
water-works are, and alwut twelve miles trom 
Jersey City. Deteotive Courter, who is employed 
by the Water Boards of Jersey City and Newark 
to discover aad prevent pollution of the Passaic, 
from which both cities obtain their water-sup- 
piy, proceeded up Saddie River some distance 
and found that the oil was flowing into it at the 
point where the Standard Oi Company's pipe 
crosses it. Pursuing his investigations, the de- 
tective discovered that the oil was csvaping 
from a break in the pipe about a mile anda 
quarter from the river. Thence it foliowed the 
course of the pipe and emptied into the river. 
The break mus dave ovcurred several days 
aro. as the ground tor some distance ou both 
sides Of the pipe is Saturated with oil, and the 
weils along the lind have oil floating on top of 
the water. Mr. Courter informed the proper 
autborities in Jersey City and Newark, and the 
representatives of the ofl company were visited, 
but they were surprised to learn that any break 
bad occurred, and refused to believe it. Upon 
receiving official notice that the company would 
be bold strictly responsible by bota cities for all 
damage resulting from the break the leak was 
stopped.

Engineers Often 
mistake the signals and start the engine in a di- 
rection contrary to that intended by the officer 
who is handling the steamer, and the result is 
usually a smash. for the officer cannot tell that a 
mistake bas been made until the vessel is in mo- 
tion, and then it is often too late to prevent an 
accident. Harry Granger, local Inspector of 
Steam Vessels at Detroit, bas invented an indi- 
cator which tells both by sound and by the di- 
rection of au arrow which way the engine is 
turning as soon as the motion begins. is in- 
dicator was tested on the steamer Transport 
Tuesday and worked very satisfactorily. Capt. 
Innes, the master of the Transport, expressed 
himself as perfectly satisfied with its workings, 
and is confident that it will save many accidents 
if it comes into geueral use on the lakes.

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CRUEL GUERRILLAS. 


Heartless Henry Magruder, and How 
He Murdered His Old Schoolmate iu 
Cold Bicod, 

Louisville Courier-Journal, 

The recent chapters in regard to the unwritten 
history of guerrilla warfare in Kentucky, es- 
pecially in Neison County. has stirred up many 
interesting reminiscences. The priucipal out- 
rages they committed were la Nelson County, 
immediately around Bardstown, where every 
old resident has some scene of horror to relate 
in which the guerrillas figured. In speaking 
with the gentleman from whom the former 
facts were gleaned, the subject was again 
introduced, and several deeds, which have 
never before been told, were related. As I 
stated before,“ remarked the gentieman in 
question, I did not know how far human 
brutality extended until I was au eye- witness to 
the doings uf the guerrilla leaders in that por- 
tion of Kentucky, all of whigh, to be told cor- 
rectly, would filia volume. 

The man of all the men among them to be 
most teared was Capt. Henry Magruder, or 
Henry Masden, which was his proper name. He 
was an illegitimate child, and was born and 
raised in Nelson County. As a boy de was 
bright and active, and grew up to be one of the 
handsomest men in Nelson County. Until the 
War he was never known to do any deed of vio- 
lence, and was noted for his miiduess. except 
when roused, when be became a perfect demon, 
and never knew what fear was His 
real nature was fully developed, how- 
ever, when in company 
Capt. Marion, and Sue Monday. 
the guerrilia warfare in and adjoi 
counties. Whenever they took up a notion tha 
any man iu the country was possessed of in- 
forwation they wan his life would pay the 
penalty if be refused to disclose it. [| remember 
che instance in which Mr. Taylor, who still 
lives in Bardstown, was nearly f out 
of his life. By some means or other they were 
led to believe that be knew of the whereabouts 
of some Federal soidiers, and ofe day they went 
to his house to make him tell. He resolutely 
denied that be knew anyth pertaining to the 
subject. They questioned him lengthily, but, 
failing to obtain any information, finally began 
to threaten his life. * 

“ This was also fruitiess. At last two or three 
of them drew their revolvers, and, cocking 
them. placed the we us to his bead. First 
one of them would pull the aud as the 
hammer was fall catch it wita bis thumb and

“ Another incident, which, although terrible, 
was still amusing, occurred on the pike, near 
Bardstown. The toll-gute was kept by an old 
man, who was a strong Usion sympathizer, and, 
be ronounced in bis likes and distikesa, oftea 
made threats and complaints net the guer- 
rilias. The news of this reached them, — they 
determined to make him suffer for it. Oue day 
Magruder and about twenty others of the gang 

upto the toli-gate and, dismounting, en- 
tered the house and pulied the old man out. 
They partially stripped him of bis clothing, and 
then luid him, face down, on the pike. ount- 
ing their borses they rode a sbort distance away, 
and each mau at a time rode at full gallop to tne 
4 mau and made bis horse leap the body.
